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DAVE HENNESSY DEAD. 


NEW ORLEANS’ CHIFF OF POLICE MUB- 
DERED ON HIS DOORSTEPS, 


‘The Creseent City Startled by Terrible Mid- 


night Tragedy—Capt. O’Conner’s State- 
mentof the Affair—No Clew to the Mur- 
derers— Police Officers Within Hearing at 
the Time of the Tragedy. 


New ORTWANS. La., Oct. 16.—Shortly before 
12 o’ clock last night Chief of Police David O. 
Hennessy was shot down by three men near 
the corner of Basin and Grand streets, He 


was shot four times and will very probably 
die. His assailants, who are unknown, es- 
caped. 

CAPT. O’ CONNOR’S STATEMENT 

Capt. William O’Counor of the Boylan De- 
tective Police, and the Superintendent e 
chosen and trusted friend, makes the follow- 
ing statement regarding the shooting of Chief 
of Police Hennessy last night:

Herr Wolkenbahr, who declared that 
a social or econemle agitation which 
it ehould be attempted to conduct while ignor- 
ing the church would be absolutely worthiess. 
Herr Metzner said that though he was bimself 
free of religious feeling, still he could not but 
deprecate any attempt to change the pro- 
gramme. In discussing the purely economic 
questions which bave been before the con- 
grese from time to time during its delibera- 
tions, Herr Metzer spoke at some length in 
condemnation of the productive associations.

A CASE IN ACINCINNATICOURT IN WHICH 
ST. LOUISANS FIGURE. 


Cemmerncement of Proceedings To-Day — 
Pretty Eva Virgien’s Hard Fate—Her 
Father in Jail, Her Mother an Aban- 
dened Woman and Her Aunt and 
Adopted Parents Waging Legal Warfare 
About Her. 


An interesting legal ightferthe os ession 
of a little girl, whose father is now in the St. 
Louis Jall, charged with embezzlement, isgo- 
ing on to-day in the Common Pleas Court of 
Cincinnati, 

The child is littie Florence Eva Virgien; and 
she has begun life under a cloud so lowering, 
owing to the misdeeds of both parents, that 
her story and future fate are bound to possess 
the most pathetic interest. Her father, F. W. 
Virgien, an ex: officer of the Hanoverian army 
during the Franco-Prussian war, has in the 
three years he bas been in 
this country become an appar- 
ently irreciaimable criminal, having 
already served one term in the Missouri Peni- 
tentiary for forgery, and now being held for 
a second similar offense of embezzling money 
from a St. Louis firm employing him in a 
clerical capacity. Her motber, following the 
father’s disgrace, hus sunk to the level of a 


woman of the town, and little Florence, , 


thrown on the world at the age of 10 years, 
has been adopted by a family named Koch. 
She has, however, come into a legacy of 
about $4,000, left her by her father’s mother, 
and the habeas corpus proceedings opening 
in Cincinnati yesterday, were instituted by 
an aunt, Mrs. Charlotte Virgien of Brooklyn, 
N. I., who seeks to recover possession of the 
child from the Kochs. The littie girl alse 
wants to be taken care of by her aunt, but it 
is charged that the Koch family desire to keep 


her, in hope of securing control of her in- 
heritance.

Little Florence was taken before Judge 
Bates yesterday, and the parties striving tor 
ber posgession met for the first time in the 
court-room. Mrs. Charlotte Virgien is a richly 
attired lady, of evident refinement and 
wealth, and has taken apartments at the 
Grand Hotel. The Kochs arecomparativel 
humble people, the husband, L. I. 
Koch, being a druggist at "Eighth and 
Bay miller strécts in this clty. Before the 
case opened the little giri and her aunt met in 
the office of Attorney Thomas, and a most 
affect ng scene ensued, both aunt and niece 
weeping with joy at ‘the prospect of being 
united. It was evident that a strong affection 
existed ‘between them. Koch, however, 
claims to be able to exercise some peculiar 
influence over the child which, he says, will 
always enabie him to control her actions even 
at a distance.

American Commonwealth, 18 80 highly | 
prized by all Americans who have read it, 
declined to write an article for the North 
American Review on Rexp’s new plah of 
counting a quorum and revolutionizing 
the old established system of procedure 
in the House, but supplied instead an ar- 

ticle on the Speakership and new rules of 
closure in the British House of Commons. 

As this article abstains from any direct 

criticism of RxxD and his rules, but de- 
fends the closure in the House of Com- 
mons as a necessary limitation upon 

purely obstructive tactics, it is seized 

upon by some of ReErp’s defenders and 

distorted into a quasi apology for quorum 

counting and the ‘‘previous question’’ 

process of suppressing debate and wiping 
out the minority party inthe American 

House of Representatives. 

The disingenuousness of thia distortion 
will strike every reader of the article in 
question. The closure“ of the House of 
Commons is a much milder proceeding 
and much better guarded against parti- 
san abuse than our “previous question,“ 
and Prof. Brycx iays great stress upon 
the marked difference between the recog- 
nized functions of the Speakership in the 
two different bodies. He says: 

American readers may be surprised to hear 
that any protection fer minorities was ex- 
pected from the presiding officer. In Con- 
gress the Speaker is for many purposes tne 
leader of the majority. The majority is often 
advised by him; aud usually reckons on him 
to help it to carry out its will. The hare 
might as well hope that the hunteman would 
all off the hounds as the minority expect the 
Speaker to restrain an impatient majority. 
But in Parliament the Speaker and the chair- 
men of committees (whom for shortness I 
generally include when I refer to the Speaker) 
are and always have been non-partisan offi- 
Cials. Each, no doubt, bas belonged to u 
party and has been chosen on the proposition 
of a party leader. But the Speaker is 
deemed, once he has assumed the wig and 
own of office, to have so distinctiy re- 
nounced and. divested himself of all 
party trappings, that, if he is willing 
to go on serving in a new Parliament in 
which the party to which he belonged isina 
minority, the majority is, nevertheless, ex- 
pected to elect him anew. Thus Speaker 
BRAND, althougk he had onee been whip of 
the Liberal party, was re-elected Speaker 
in 1874 by the Tory party, which had then 
gained a majority, and served on till 1883. The 
Speaker is not permitted, so long as 
he holds office, to deliver any party speech 
outside Parilament, or even to express bis 
opinionson any party question; and in the 
chair itself he must be scrupulously fair to 
both parties, equaliy accessible to all mem- 
bers, bound to give his advice on points of 
order without distinction between those who 
ask it. It is to this impartiality, which has 
never been wanting to any Speaker within 
living memory, that the Speakership owes a 
great part of the authority it enjoys and the 
respect it inspires.’’ 

The closure motion cannot even be voted 
on in the House of Commons until a non- 
partisan Speaker decides that its adoption 
is proposed only ater fulland free dis- 
cussion, after the minority has exercised 
every right essential to fair deliberation 
and the proper discharge of representa- 
tive duty. In our House, a Speaker 
chosen as the most ultra of partisans, and 
glorying in his reputation as the boldest 
and most unsparing of partisan fighters, 
has seized upon powers which he himself 
had denounced as subversive of minority 
rights, of free deliberation and of whole- 
some legislation, and has exercised those 
powers in a way to obliterate the opposi- 
tion in the House and enable his party 
caucus to pass the extremest party meas- 
ures without discussion and with less than 
a majority vote. 

No legislative body in England or Amer- 
ica was ever subjected to such a despotism 
until Rukp was made Speaker.

It has long been known that some shippers 
received rates lower than these granted 
others, but, although there was a great deal 
of private kicking, it was not deemed ad- 
visable under the circamstances to agitate 
the matter actively. Within the last week, 
however, the cutting has been carried to such 
an extent that those who have not obtained 
the benefit of it can do no business at all. 
They have therefore nothing to lose, and are 
now prepared to make an active and open 
fight to obtain just treatment. Rates on 
wheat have been cut from 7 te 9 cents a 
bushel by certain lines on grain furnished by 
certain firms, and those who are not in the 
combine can get no grain for ship- 
ment. The trouble arose when the 
Chicago Board of Trade forbade the issue of 
official quotations from the floor. This move 
was diregted against the bucketshops, but a 
short experience proved that they were abie 
to obtain continuous quotations with almost 
as much regularity as before, and thatthe 


only sufferers were those who desired to fol- 
low the market through legitimate channels. 
The effect of the withdrawal of official quota- 
tions was felt at once by Chicago grain deal- 
ers. The country shippers and the farmérs 
had been accustomed to follow the markéts 
and ship accordingly, and when they were 
deprived of the information upon which they 
had been in the babit of relying all who were 
able began to look ont for new markets. 
BOARD OF TRADE RULES. 

The quetations were turnished by St. Louis 
and at once some of the best customers of our 
market drifted off to this city. 
The loss was large, and there seemed 
to be every probability of its increase, 
There is a large section of country that wants 
to market ite grain in Chicago at any rate, but 
there is aistiil more considerable tract that 
can be made tributary to St. Louis if this 
market can offer better facilities. 80 serious 
was the depletion of the Chicago trade that a 
strong Movement was seton foot to rescind 
the resolutions, but to the surprise of the un- 
initiated many Of those Who were at first in 
favor of this changed front and prevented the 
alteration being made. Shortiy afterward 
there was a marked increase in the receipts of 
grain, but only a few firms obtained the bene- 
fit of it. Atonce the suspicion arose that the 
rates were being tampered with, and a stin 
hunt was set on foot. At first nothing was 
discovered, and the deaiers who were left out 


in the i as their wits’ ends. 
1 LEAK LOCATED. 

‘*Within the pat three weeks it has been 
ascertained that we were looking in 
the — direction. The Western roads 
have been beping thelr rates with réasonabie 
fairness, but some of the Eastern lines have 
been cutting trémendousty. New York has 
had as much to do with this as Chicayo, and 
it was through that city that the break was 
discovered. New York receivers in buying 
grain insisted that it should be shipped over 
certain lines, prinsipally Vanderbilt lines, re-

Western lines were also involved, 
as the feeders of the rate-cutting lines got 
most of the business. The withdrawal of the 
Alton from the Western Assotiation has 
brought matters to a head. Chicago men 
were at first not unwiliing that the rates 
3 cut, as grain was thus kept away 
rom Louls, but since they have ascer- 
toned 70 much certain firms are favored 
there is a general desire to have matters sor- 

rected and to bring pressure to bear on the 
directors of the Board of Trade, which will 
compel them to alter their rules. St. Louis 
has been deprived of an immense amount of 
business by the secret cutting of the Chicago 
east- bound lines.

Order of the Loyal Legion. having finished its 
business at yesterday’s sessions, this morn- 
ing entered the pleasanter feature of its an- 
mual gatherings by accepting the round of 
entertainment offered by the Missouri Com- 
mandery. The distinguiahed veteran officers 
attending the copvention were grouped about 
in the rotunda of the Lindell and in parlor 17, 
the Reception Committee’s headquarters, by 
9 o’clock, and the ‘‘reunion’’ of old 
soldiers seemed to be under full 
headway.

HAYES’ SPEECH. 

The companions of the military order of the 
Loyal Legion preved to-day that they had not 
forgotten one military order, that of prompt!i- 
tude, when they filed into the 
Merchants’ Exobange just as the 
lock was striking 12. Ex- Presid ent 
Rutherford B. Hayes, Commander-ia-Chief of 
the order, led the way, escorted by Vice- 
President Marcus Bernbeimer of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange. About sixty members of 
the order were present and took their seats 
Dahind the rostrum. Vice-Presideut Bern- 
heimer rapped for order and introduced Gen, 
Hayes. 

In opening his address, Gen. Hayes said: 
**‘] know that in an address to business men 
during business hours, one of the chief re- 
quirements is that a ‘speaker should speak 
rapidiy and use few words. I will, therefore, 
attempt to give no extended account of the 
order which has been 80 warmly 
welcomed here, and shall eontent myseif 
with saying that it was a partof the Grand 
Army that fought for and preserved the 

Union. St. Levis occupies a peculiar post- 
tion in this country. It is central and cen- 
tinental as no other great city is. From St. 
Louis a man can travel further in any 
airection without leaving the limits 
of the United States than from 
any other great center, and it was, therefore, 
more deeply interested in the preservation of 
the Union. It did not wish to become a fron- 
tier er border city, but was bound to the 
Union of allthe States. There is no city that 
is less « provincial and more continen- 
tal than St. Louis, and, therefore, none 
that can more heartily rejoice that 
we are now a nation with ene government, 
and under one flag. I feelthatii 1 do not 
atop I shall drift into a speech, and therefore 
with thanks ſor the hasty and genuine wel- 
come tendered the order, I wish you all good 
morning.’ 

GOV. JAMES A. BEAVER. 

The next speaker was Gov.James A. Beaver 
of Pennsyivania. Gov. Beaver suid: I ama 
Dusiness man, and know that the shifting 
blackboard on the other side of the room is of 
more interest to my auditors than the shifting 
panorama.of speakers on- this platform, es- 
pecially in the present condition of the 
wheat market) and the changes that have 
taken place since morning. But if you are 
listening to me someone may be prevented 
from calling. I never sold a bushel of wheat 
short in my life, but know what it is. The 
losers can have the satisfaction of kpowing 
that somebody is winning, no matter how the 
marketturns. I shall, therefore, make my 
remarks brief. Iam from the State of Penn- 
sylivania and have a fellow feeling for Missou- 
rians. We do not stand first in the produc- 
tion of any agricultural product except buck- 
wheat, but inall agricuitural products com- 
bined we take the front rank. We raise more 
grain of all kinds tham any other State. Mis- 
sour! ts more like Pennsylvania than any 
other State. Each has its 1 metropolis in 

the East, and its pushin ustiing city fa gthe 
West. The character o the people is net dis- 
similiar, and Ihave noticed there are many 
Penneyivanians ia Missouri. St. L uls can 
— called the Philadelphia of the West. Chi- 
o is not ambitious to be like Philadelphia; 

it mot built that way, but in solidity and 
wisdom in the use of permanent prosperity, 
Bt. Louis and Philadelphia closely resemble 


each other. 
KEIFER’S ADDRESS.

GEN. k. B. HAYES. 


The Commander-in-Chief ef the Loyal 


Legion Discusses Its Objects. 


Gen Rutherford B. Hayes, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Military Order of the Loyal 
Legion, was seen in his pariors at the Lindell 
Hotel this morning by a PusT-DISPATCH re. 
porter before the Legion session opened. The 
distinguished visitor was looking much re- 
freshed alter a good night’s rest, and his gray 
hair and beard surrounded a face ruddy and 


tanned by the country life he has chosen as 
his means of retreat from the publicity that 
uttends the movements of an ex-Presidert of 
the United States. 

„With the exception of passing directly 
through St. Louis on one or two occasions,’’ 
said Gen. Hayes, ‘‘this is the first visit I 
have made to the city since the war. I have 
not yet had much time to look areund me, 
but what I have seen ef St. Leuis shows, of 
course, the most wonderful imcrease and im- 
provement. This morning before breakfast I 
took a drive across your great bridge, which 
is a decided addition to St. Louis sinee I last 
saw the city. 

„The present meeting of the Loyal Legion,’’ 
sald the Commander-in-Chief, ‘‘is of tue leg- 
islative body only, notof the entire national 
organization. Each commandery is entitled 
to one delegate to this convention, but I do 
not believe there will be more than fifty dele- 
gates present. 

Beyond certain questions of membership 
upon which there may be some difference of 
epinion inthe body, although none is antic- 
Ipated, and the reports of officers, the 
business calling us together is purely "of a 
routine aracter. I donot think it will re- 
quire mote than a two-days’ session to get 
through with the work. 

„The Military Order of the Loyal Legion is 
modeled in ite formation upon the order of 
the Cincinnati, founded by George Washing- 
ton. The qualifications necessary for eligi- 
bility to membership are thatthe applicant 
should have been an officer in the Union 
army, or should have rendered some service 
to the Union. Like the order of the Oin- 
cinnati, membership inthe Legion hat been 
made hereditary, so thatit descends from 
father to son, and the order is thus made an 
immortal organization. The Legion, of 
course, is closely connected with the Grand 
Army, Owing to the fact that the members of 
one organization are naturally members of 
the other, but there is no other connection. 

The one great purpose, aud the one great 
element of value of the Legion, is that its 
vital principie, its reason for living, is the 
gathering and preservation of historical data 
of the war, compiled from personal experi- 
ences. Members of the Legion are urged, in 
preparing such experiences, to put aside the 
consideration or treatment of the questions 
supposed to be brought up bya review of 
those times, such as slavery, etc., and go de- 
vote themselves entirely to the narrative of 
their own individual experience. These mem: 
orles are collected and printed in bound 
form, and have attained an immense circuia- 
tien and are highly prized for. their 
undoubted historical value. When a member 
of the Legion dies, the order also makes 4 
oa of obtaining and printing as complete a 

lographleal sketch as vossible, so that its 
records will in time be invaluuble to the de- 
scendants ef those who served the Union dur- 
ing the war. 

“The order is ia a most flouri lng condition, 
and is growing rapidly. Atte present ses- 
sion we shall probably establish a new com- 
mandery at Tacoma, Wash. 1 have already 
met several old friends in St. Louis, and an- 
ticipate much pleasure from.my visit here.

A Namber of the Centractors Accept Their 
Terms and the Men Go to Work This 
Morning—A High Wind To-Day Dees 
Considerable Damage—% ovel Wedding 
in Belleville. 


The carpenters’ strike in Fast. St. Louis 
virtually came to an end to-day, with the vie- 
tory on the side of the strikers. The decided 
stand taken by the members of the union in 
the trouble as soon as it was reported 
caused the contractors, or at least a majority 
of them, to come to time, which thev did 
with alacrity when they saw the determina- 
tion of tbe men to hold out. Doubtless the 
contractors felt that they were not in the 
wrong in securing workmen at low rates, 
when these workmen were members dt the 
union in good standing, bat the union, 
though rather astonishad at the courseof a 
few of its members, took a stand atonce in a 
way that was not to be mistaken. The effect 
was seen this morning when a majority of 
the contractois were found ready to 
re-employ the men who had struck 
end to pay them the union ‘price, which is 35 
cents an heur. About one hundred men went 
to work this morning. The contractors to 
whom the others applied still remained firm, 
but appearances indicate that they 


must give in before the week 
la out, as protracted idleness means heavy 


financial loss tothem. In many cases they 
are under contract to put upthe building 
they are at work on within a certain time, 
and consequently — are at a disadvantage. 

The East St. Louis union is one of the strong- 
est in the country and ie famous among labor 
organizations for the steadfastness of its 
members te each other intimesof trouble. 
The carpenters are confident that they have 
the strike won and that all their men will be 
at work at union rates before the week ends. 

DAMAGED BY WIND TO-DAY. 

Ahigh wind did considerabie damage in 
East St. Louis early this morning. Several 
buildings in the southern part of the city 
were slightly injured, and one new 
building in process of erection was 
completely ‘wrecked, entaliiang a loss 
of sevora! thousand dollars. This 
was an iron buliding, which was being erected 
by the Tudor Iron Co. at the Littie Rolling 
Mill. It was being built for use as a spike 
mill and would have been ready for the ma- 
chinery ln afew days. The frame-work was 
up and a roof of corrugated iron 
had been put on. The siding of 
the same material was ready to be put in 
place. A gust of wind passed through the 
tramework, and striking the under side of the 
roof lifted up the buiicing and turned it over. 
About $3,000 had been expended on the build- 
ing. It will have to be entirely rebulit.

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THE LIGHT GOES OUT.“ 


CARONDELET RESIDENTS HAVING AN FX- 
PERIENCE WITH POOR GAS. 


The Light Ceases While a Barber Is Shaving 
a Man and the Man Is Cat in Conse 
quence—The Experiences sof Several 
People — Returning to Oil — Fermer 


Treuble. 


HE dull, dim and 
sickly-looking gas 
which is being 
turnished to il- 
luminate the 
streets, private 
dwellings and 
stores in Caronde- 
let its becoming 
the source of much 
comment among 
the people who 
ik burn it. For some 

ij 5 time past the gas 

has given so dim a 

light that the hikbe patrolmenm found 18 
almost impossible to see to cross the streets, 
which are aiso in a most deplorable 
condition. Last Monday night matters took 
quite a serious turn. Between the hours of 
6 and 7:30 o’clock the gas went out four times. 
The district in which this took place was on 
Broadway west to Minnesota avenue, and 
from Upton street to Krauss street. What 
was the real cause of the accident is un- 
known. The gas operators claim they do not 
know. : 

IN TOTAL DARKNESS. 

Every time the gas went out it was fully 
fifteen minutes before it coudid be lit again. 
Those probably who were the loudest to com- 
plain are the business people on South Broad- 
way. 

Martin Reiss, a barber, doing business at 


7118 south Broadway, in speaking of the inoci- 
dent, said: "I had an awful hard 
time with my Kas Monday even- 
ing. I was busily engaged in 
shaving a man who was anxious to catch the 
next north-bound train for St. Louis. This 
was about 6:20 Oo dock. After lathering his 
face well I proceeded to shave him. As 1 drew 
the razor over his face the light went out, 
causing me to cut him slightly on the chin. 
It was fully fifteen minutes before I could 
again proceed with my work. I lit the 
gas again and succeeded in shaving him, 
when again the light went out. I smelt gas 
escaping from the pipes, and thus attributed 
thata leakinthe upper section of the pipe 
caused the gas to go out. I tried to light the 
jets, but it would not burn. I waited for 
awhile to see whether the gas would 
start again. Monday evening being 
somewhat chilly, I had the doors 
closed. The escape of gas became 
80 great that in a few minutes the entire room 
was full of it and Icame near suffocating. My 
boy opened the door and I in the meantime 
shut off the key of the gas jets. I was afraid 
to light another match, fearlug an explosion 
might follow.’’ 

Louls Schrempp, who conduots a saloon and 
restaurant a few doors south of Mr. Reise, 
told a somewhat similar experience. The 
gas in the pool- room adjoining the 
saloon went out first. Maj. Schrempp at first 
thought that the attendant of the room had 
shut off the jet, but found out later that he 
had not, smelllng the gas escaping. A gen 
tleman named Frey, who was taking anap on 
a chair, might have been asphyxiated had it 
not been for Mr. Schrempp’s prompt arrival 
in turning off the gas entirely. The gas went 
out four times. At Zeller’s drug store they had 
the same trouble. Eleswhere this peculiar 
mode of illuminating was experienced. A 
rumor was circulated yesterday that a gentie-. 
man residing in the nelghborhood had gone 
to bed about 6:30 o’clock and had lit the gas. 
The gas went out, and had it not been for one 
ofthefamily the man would, it was said, 
have been suffocated to death. This Story, 
however, could not be verified. 

LOUD IN THEIK COMPLAINTS, 

The citizens are loud in their complaints of 
this method of furnishing gas and think the 
trouble should receive prompt attention trom 
the company’s officials. 

At the police station the same trouble was 
experienced. This is the third or fourth time 
this has occurred and the reasons of it are 
unknown. Persons retiring for the night 
leaving the gas burning ran a risk of never 
seeing another day. 

FORMER TROUBLE. 

Some three years ago the people had just 
such trouble. They implored, begged and 
petioned the company to furnish better 
quality of gas, but tono avail. Finally, the 
consumers resolved to quit the gas and in its 
stead use oil. This was so effectively carried 
out that the company root the 
w and good gas was given. This, 


a 
however, lasted but for a brief time. 
The consumers seeing that their begging and 
petitions were fruitless called on ayor 
and explained to him how the gas company 
was furnishing gas. The company was fined 
$500. Itis now as bad as ever, and at times 
worse.

A CLOGGED COURT. 


THE AMENDMENT PROPOSED FOR THE RE- 
LIEF OF THE SUPREME TRIBUNAL 


The Necessity for a Change Evidenced by 
the Fact That the Court Is Now 850 Cases 
Behind—An Imcrease in the Court ef 
Iwo Judges—The Amendment,

The amend- 
inp om ment proposes to relieve 
—— tune Supreme Court by in- 
AUT ——_ ‘creasing its size and mak- 
ing two divisions, one to have charge of the 
civil and the other of the crim- 
inal cases, though the Supreme Court 
as a whole will act in all 
cases where there is a dissenting opiaion in 
either of the decisions. The purpose of this 
amendment ig to enable the Supreme Court to 
catch up with its work and to shorten the 
tine required for the disposition of cases. 
BADLY IN ARREARS. 

The court is now in arrears on its docket 850 
cases. When a cause has been appealed it 
takes about two and a half years to reach it in 
regular course on the Supreme Court docket. 
If anew trialis awarded, six months at least 
will intervene before a second verdict can be 
had, and in oase of a second appeal, which is 
not unusual—in fact, the Supreme Court has 
now before it a criminal case which it is hear- 
ing for the fourth time—two and a half years 
more will elapse before a second decision can 
be had in the Supreme Court. Thus over five 
years will have elapsed between the first appeal 
and the second decision. The Supreme Court 
cannot catch up with its docket and thus 


afford the necessary relief unless its working 
power is in some wey increased. The docket 
is gaining about thirty-four cases on the 
court each year, and the time required to'se- 
cure a decision from that tribunal is growing 
longer and longer. Uniess measures for its 
reliefare adopted it will in not many years 
rival the Chancery courts, and litigants who 
appeal to the courts for their just rights may 
liye and die and leave a lawsuit as an inheri- 
tance to their children. 

THE AMENDMENT. 

The amendment which is proposed isa 
follows: 

Be it resolved by the House of Representa- 
tives, the Senate concurring therein, 

That at the general election to be held on 
the Tuesday next following the first Monday 
in November, A. D. 1890, the following amend- 
ment to the Constitution of Missouri, concern- 
ing the judicial department, shall be submitted 
to the qualifiea voters of said State, to wit: 

Sec. 1. The Supreme Court shall consiat of 
seven judges, and, after the Monday in 
January, 1891, shall be divided into two di- 
visions, as follows: One division to consist of 
four judges of the court, andto be known as 
division No. 1, the other to consist of the 
| remaining judges,and to be known as division 
No.2. The civisions shail sit separately for 
the hearing and disposition of causes and 
matters pertaining thereto, and shall have 
coneurrent jurisdiction t all matters 
and in „Supreme Court, 
except that di n No. shall 
have exclusive cognizance of all crim- 
inal cases pe nding in said court, provided 
that a cause therein may be transferred to the 
court as provided in sec. (of this amendment. 
The division of business of which said divis- 
ions have concurrent jurisdiction shall be 
made as the Supreme Court may determine. 
A majority of the judges of a division shall 
constitute a quorum thereof, and all orders, 
judgments and decrees of either division, as 
to causes and matters pending before it, shall 
have the force and effect of those of the eourt. 

Sec. 2. Upon the adoption of th2s amend- 
ment the Governor shall appoint two addi- 
tional judges of the Supreme Court, who shall 
hold their offices until the first Monday in 
January ,1893,and at the general election in the 
year 1892 their suecessors shall be elected, who 
shall hold their offices for the term of ten 
years, as other judges ofthe Supreme Court. 
The two judges appointed by the Governor, 
together with the judge elected at the general 
election in the year 1890, shall constitute di- 
vision No. 2, and the remaining jadges shall 
constitute division No. 1. The court shall 
elect its Chief Justice and each division a 
Presiding Judge thereof. 

Sec. 3. The Supreme Court shall assign to 
each division the causes and matters to be 
beard by it, of which assignment due public 
notice shall be given; and all laws relating to 
practice in the Supreme Court, as well asthe 
rules ofthe Supreme Court, shall apply to 
each division, so faras they may be applica- 
bie thereto. The opinion of each division 
shali be in writing, and shall be filed in the 
causes in which they shall be respectively 
made during the term at which the cause is 
submitted, and such opinions shall be a part 
of the records of the Supreme Court. ach 
division shall have authority to issue the 
original writs and exercise the powers énu- 
merated in sec. 3of art. 6 of the Constitution. 

Sec. 4. When the judges of a division are 
equally divided in opinion in a cause, or 
where a jud¢e of a division dissents from the 
opinion therein, or wherea federal question 
is involved, the cause, on the application of 
the losing party, shall be transferred to the 
court for ites decision; or where a division in 
which a cause is pending shall so order, the 
cause shall be transferred to the court for its 


decision. 

Sec. 5. Whenever, in the opinion of the 
Supreme Court, the state of its docket with 
reference to the speedy disposition of the 
business of the court will justify dis sing 
with the divisions hereinbefore provided, the 
court shall dispense therewith, and 
the court shall thereafter hear and de- 
termine all causes pending in it: Pro- 
vided, however, tha the court shall 
have the power to again divide itself into two 
divisions, in like manner and with like power 
ana effect as hereinbefore provided, when- 
ever, in the opinion of six judges thereof, en- 
tered of record, the condition of its docket 
with referenve to the speedy disposition of 
the business of the court shall so require; and 
in such divisions the four judges oldest in 
commission shall constitute division No. 1, 
the remaining judges division No. 2. 

Sec. 6. All provisions of the Constitution of 
the State. and all laws thereof not consistent 
with this amendment shall, upon its adoption, 
de forever rescinded and of no effect. 

APPROVED BY THE BAR. 

The Constitution provides: ‘‘That courts 
of justice shall be open to every person, and 
certain remedy afforded to every injury to 
person, property or character, and that right 
and justice should be administered without 
sale, denial or delay. Under the present 
condition of affairs the above constitutional 
guaranty is a dead letter; the pro 
amendment will revivify it,and for that reason 
if for none Sther, should be ado 0

meetings, received the sanction and approval 
of the te Bar Assoc which inciudes 
in ita membership many 
minds of the State, of 
This fact, while not a con 
without weight in consid 
the pro amendment.

POOR LITTLE WAIF! 


After Eight Years of Intense Suffering Death 
Relieves Him. 


NEW YorK, Oct. 16.—After living in pain for 
eight years an unfortunate waifof 10 years 
died two days ago in the St. Barnabas Hospi- 
tal, Newark, and will be buried inthe Or- 
pbhans’ plot at Mount Pleasant Cemetery to- 
day. Thechild was found ‘wher? years of 
age lying atthe foot of theembankment on 
which the tracks of the Pennsylvania road 


are laid. It was wrapped up ina bundle of 
rags and lay eolose to the river at 
the Market street bridge. The child 
had evidently been thrown from a 
train by some unnatural! creature with the in- 
tention of casting him into the river. The 
boy was taken to police headquarters and a 
medical examination made. It was found 
that the child’s spine had receiyed an injury 
that was incurable. He was sent tothe alms 
house and from there was sent to a hospital. 
In spite of his injuries the waif continued to 
live, although always in pain. Medical treat- 
ment was given the injured spine at intervals 
which proved beneficial. After being carried 
back and forth from the hospitaltothe alms- 
house for months the poor child was given a 
home in the Newark Orphans’ Asylum. He 
was treated with tender care and developed 
into a most intelligent boy as he grew older. 
His infirmity won him the pity of every one 
and he became the pet of the institution. He 
was named John Smith Roads after Mrs. Mor- 
gan Smith, who first befriended him, and the 
place where he was found, Despite all the 
care and skill lavished upon bim, the poor 
littie boy gradually gave way until Monday 
last, when he died of sheer exhaustion. The 
parents of the child or the cowardly perpe- 
trator of the crime that led to his hte ot 
misery were never discovered.

ALL WANT PENSIONS. 


MORRIS JACKS KEPT BUSY WAITING ON 
PENSION APPLICANTS, 


Nearly 800 Death Certificates Issued te 
Them Since July 1— Arsenal Island to 
Be Leased to the Sen ef the Old Tenant 
of the Island—Municipal Matters. 


Mrs. Josephine Koelmele of New Orleans 
was a visitor at Health Commissioner Dud- 
ey’s office this morning, and Mr. Jacks, the 
record clerk, furnished her with a certificate 
of the death of her husband, Mathias Koel- 
mele, who was drowned a fermenting vat 
on the corner of Second and Cedar streets, 
Jan. 29, 1875. Mr. Koelmele was trumpeter of 
the First Missouri Artillery, and Mrs. Koel- 
mele says thatshe has applied for a pension 
and for that reason wants a certificate of her 
husband’s death. The original burial certifi- 
cate was signed by Dr. Dudley, who was then 
Coroner of St. Louis City and County. Mrs. 
Koelmele is also anxious to obtain evidence of 
her marriageto Mathias Koelmele, but finds 
that more difficult, as marriage licenses were 
not required in this State at that time and no 
official record was kept ofjmarriages. Justice 
Block, who performed the ceremony in 1862, 
has since died and Mrs. Koelmele has forgot- 
ten the names of the witnesses. 

Mr. Jacks’ books show that since the Ist of 
last July he has issued 791 certificates of death 


and hesavethat with scarcely an exception 
the certificates were wantei forthe purpose 
of establishing pension claims. 


Arsenal island. 


Ben Seeger, the city’s oldest tenant, died a 
couple of weeks ago and Arsenal Island is to 
be re-leased to his son. Ben lived on the 
island about a quarter of a century, paying 


only a nominal rent—§$5 a year—for the land. 
He built him a cabin there and cultivated 
some forty acres or more ofthe ground, rais- 
ing vegetables and wheat, and corn, and a 
little of everythiug, He also raised quite a 
family of children, but upon the death of his 
wife, the children moved to the city and the old 
man was left the only inhabitant of Arsenal 
Island. UKecently, however, one of the 
sons returned to nurse bim in his 
last. sickness, and it is to this son 
that the island will nov be leased. The old 
man was a sort of watchman for the city, 
protecting the isiand from marauders, keep- 
ing away timber thieves and preventing other 
thieves irom making a hiding place of tue 
istand. He was also employed by the United 
States Government to look after the river 
lights on the Island. 

Since the cholera epidemic of 1865-6, when 
the Health Department made a burying 
ground of the island, it has been of littie or 
no use to the city and when the United States 
Government connected it by adyke with the 
lilinois shore some fourteen years ago, the 
city lost ite title to the island, or at least so 
tae United States Circuit Court has decided in 
two instances. Edward Ruiz, ex-State Treae- 
urer of lilinels, owned & piece of land on the 
Itlinois shore opposite the head of the island 
and claimed that portion of the isiand as 
soon as the dyke was finished and the 
current of the fiver turned to the 
Missouri side. The city resisted the claim, 
and Rutz brought suit. The case was tried 
first in one Federal court and then In another, 
the city losing both times, only, however, to 
appealtothe United States Supreme Court. 
The Rutz case is still pe.ding before the high- 
est tribunal, but the owners of the rest of the 
land fropting the river on the Illinois side op- 
posite Arsenal Island, encouraged by Rutz’ 
success, have aleo brought suit for posses- 
sion and if Rutz wins in the Supreme Court 
allthese other claimants will probably win 
too. The island contains about 400 acres, and 
ie gradually moving down stream, or was be- 
fore the dyke was built. An effort was made 
some ten or twelve years ago to establish a 
pleasure resort there, a beer garden or some- 
thing ofthat kind, but the litigation fright- 
ened the promoters of the enterprise away. 


Locking Ferward. 


The Lindell Railway Co. seems determined 
to obtain another extension of ita franchise. 
One extension to run until 1914 was granted 
only last year, and atthe last session of tne 


Municipal Assembly an effort was made to 
secure fifty additional years, but the bill was 
allowed to die with tue session in the hands 
of the committee. The new bill, which was 
introduced at the last meeting of ‘the Counoll 
by Mr. Vogel atthe request of the company 
and which will be referred to the Committee 
on Railroads to-morrow night, provides for 
an extension of the company’s franchise to the 
year 1964, and the only requirement from the 
company is that it pays the city $3,000 a year 
during the fifty years of the extension, said 
sum to be in addition to all taxes and 
licenses and paymeuts of every description 
now legally imposed on said company by ex- 
isting ordinances.’’ Whether under this 
bill, as it now reads, a repeal of the present 
existing ordinances, 288 which the compa- 
ny now pays car and ad valorum taxes, would 
absolve the company from liability to similar 
taxes thereafter or not would be a question 
for the lawyers and the courts to decide, but 
in vel som ‘the wording will be 80 
chan , if the bill is seriously considered, as 
to g ine the company no such loophole of 
escape from the taxation impoeed upon other 
street railway companies. 

The main line of the Lindell Railway Co. 
was recentiy extended from Vandeventer 


avenue to Forest Park in one direction and to- 


Hod iamont in another. The branches spa- 
rate on Fairfax and Taylor avenues, one run - 
ning north on Taylor to Page avenue and the 
other south to Delmar avenue. The Page 
avenue branch runs thence west to Hamilton 
avenue, within a couple of biocks of the 
western city limits and the Deimar avenue 
branch runs west to De Baliviere avenue and 
then south to Forest Park. The Fourteenth 
street line, which belongs to the same com- 
pany, was also recently extended out Chon- 
teau avenue to Forest Park. 

Another bill which will be referred to- mor- 
row nightto the Council Committee on Rail- 
roads, is one authorizing the Benton & Belle- 
fontaine Co. to build m branch line to the 
Fair Grounds. The new line is to run along 
Grand avenue from the maln entrance to the 
Fair.Grounds, at the southeast corner of the 
— 4 to Florissant avenue, where it will

Another Referm Iatrodaced. 


The Board of Public Improvements will 
hereafter filethe plateof new subdivisions 
with the Recorder of Deeds instead of intrust- 
ing the matter to owners of property. In sev- 


eral instances the plats were altered after 
being approved by the board and were placed 
on record with the Recorder in altered con- 
dition, differing, of course, with the copy re- 
tained by the board. Theowner of the sub- 
division will be required to pay for the re- 
cording, as heretofore, The changes made in 
piats were mostly in the numbering of the 
lots, and no injury was probably intended to 
anyone by the owner ot the property, but 
they would be almost certain to resuit in con- 
fusion and litigation when tax bills against 
the lots were made.
